J u s t as In the case of the beef trust, 
there Is no tru st In 
the legal set!;-*' of 
the term, but the men who control lh*’ 
m ines aud the railroads hav e an u n d er­ 
standing 
am ong them selves by which 
they are able to Ax the o u tp u t an d the 
rates charged. The result Is th a t the 
men outside the com bination a re dis­ 
crim inated against and a re oblnpterety 
at the mercy of the trust. 
The Industrial com m ission took some 
extrem ely interesting 
testim ony b e a r­ 
ing upon this question. 
J a m e s \V. Lee. 
form erly 
a m em ber 
of the 
Penneyl* 
\a n iu senate, testified as follows: 
“ I 
think th a t all 
large 
consum ers 
have an ad v an ta g e In securing fuel. 
I 
think 
it has served to depress labor. 
In oth er 
words when th e y w ant 
att 
am o un t 
of Coal 
they"\ p ractically 
fix 
their own price.’* 
v 
A nother w itness testified as follows: 
“The coal companies h av e by combi­ 
nation obtainer! 
a p ractical monopoly 
of the source of 
supply bv owning a 
large 
proportion if not nearly all of 
tin* valuable coal m ines.” 
"In this class of ruses the discrim ­ 
ination of rates bus been most m arked. 
And in fu rth eran ce of the tendency to ­ 
w ard combination, these coal com pan ­ 
ies have not 
only had th e 
benefit of 
special rates, but they hav e combined 
w ith th e railroad com panies In such a 
w ay th a t the railroad com panies have 
in 
m any Instances become the virtual 
ow ners 
and 
operators 
of 
the 
coal 
interns. 
"T his in 
Itself Is a terrible menace. 
H ere is a railroad com pany organised 
un der defined statu to ry provisions 
as 
to US pow ers to act as a railroad com­ 
p any alone. 


“It 
Is not ii coal m ining com pany 
and un der th e law hun no ligh t to be. 
yet Iii one form or an o th er the railroad 
co m p an y owns or controls mines. C on­ 
sider th e natu ral consequence of this.

motion to make the strike permanent, 
Those' who 
advocated the continued 
suspension of work are as a rule in 
favor of (‘ailing out these men. 
They 
argue that the more the mine owners 
are inconvenienced and harassed, 
the 
sooner they will 
weaken and grant 
the men some slight concessions. The 
more conservative mine workers fear 
that to call out the protectors of the 
mines would be 
a 
boomerang 
that 
might prove extremely 
costly to the 
miners. 
It 
is argued by 
them 
thut 
the United Mine 
Workers’ urbaniza­ 
tion has all along followed the policy 
of assisting th** companies in protect­ 
ing their property. 
One delegate said this morning: 
“I am . against calling out the en ­ 
gineers. firemen 
and 
pump runners, 
because I believe the 
union 
should 
protect property, rather than stand by 
and see it go to destruction. 
If the 
convention decides to call out the men 
and tho companies fall to 
fill 
their 
places, nearly every mine in the region 


would fill with water, 
which 
would 
mean tremendous loss to the owners. 
It would take months to pump out this 
water and in many cases the flooding 
of the workings whiflfl ruin them b e ­ 
yond all repair. 
After the strike is 
over and the water had been pumped 
out the men would run u great risk in 
entering the mines.” 
If the convention decides to call out 
the engineers, firemen and flump run­ 
ners, it is not certain that the order 
would be obeyed by all of this class of 
mine workers.

This sum m ary punishment produced 
sin h a discussion among the African!. 
sud in th* papers of she white men, 
that the importation and sale of rum 
In that tribe were absolutely prohib­

We In America may not

heroic measures to get rid

traffic which Mamaluka thought right 
to adopt, but we have an equally sure 
means of Its destruction—we can vote 
It out of existence.

N o rth Carolina. 
Mr. B. It. L acey as 
labor com m issioner, gives In his last 
rep o rt 7605 
children u n d e r 
fourteen 
employed in 261 mills. T ak in g this a* 
a general av era g e would give a t least 
20.000 
children 
u nd er 
fourteen 
in th e textile mills of th e south, 
But 
this Is not the w orst of it. T here are 
8.000 children In so u th ern mills under 
12 y e a rs of age an d m an y of them are 
from 7 to 8 years.

In one mill city in the South a doc­ 
tor told a friend th a t he h ad p e rso n ­ 
ally a m p u ta te d m ore th a n a hundred 
babies' fingers m angled In th e mill.

Of Interest to all Class

A telegraph company is held, in P a ­ 
cific P ostal Telefr. Go. a's. Bank Of Palo 
Alto (0. C. A. 9th O.) 54 L. Ii. A. Til, 
to be liable for losses 
caused 
by a 
false telegram wilfully transmitted by 
an operator employed In its office, di­ 
recting a bank to pay money on ac­ 
count of a .correspondent bank. 
Mental anguish resulting from fail­ 
ure to promptly deliver a telegram is 
held, in W estern U. Teleg. Co. vs. Fer­ 
guson (Ind.) 54 JL. R. A. 846, not to be 
sufficient to support an action against 
the telegraph company for such fail­ 
ure. 
TRIAL. 
The conviction of a person of a crime

perience. 
"Among 
workingmen

moat familial- of sayings is 'don't work 
so fast or you will work yourself out 
of a Job.’ 
The truth of this axiom is 
generally 
admitted, and 
the artisan 
works along 
steadily. 
The truth 
of 
the Haying may also be illustrated In 
the departments. 
A quick, active, en­ 
ergetic clerk has 
the work piled upon 
his desk. vv ti I Ie the plodder, the steady 
going gray horse of a clerk plows slow 
Iv along, dues a fifth of 
(he work of 
the race horse, and in a majority of in­ 
stances secures the promotions. 
"Now, I will (ell you why it Is so, be 
cause to business life the active clerk 
would be advanced 
to the position of 
buyer for the 
house, put on the road, 
have his salary increased and perhaps 
taken into the firm. The willing, en­ 
ergetic 
government 
clerk 
Is pushed 
with work, and, lf he slacks up, us h; 
cannot maintain his high pressure 
at 
all times 
or forever, 
he Is 
rebuked, 
while, lf additional work is placed up 
on his desk and he protests, he Is re ­ 
minded 
that he had theretofore dom 
much more and he would be expected 
to maintain his standard. 
"This imposition is forced upon him 
because he is ‘quick,’ and if he should 
err, he is slapped on the other side of 
I he face by 
assertions of his Inaccu­ 
racy, w hen, In his foolish endeavors it 
wade 
through his duties 
neatly 
und 
rapidly, he 
may have committed 
an 
oversight. Thus, 
the rapid clerks get 
it front both sides, while the plodders. 
being Jealous, 
Industriously stab th 
others In the buck at every one of the 
many favorable opportunities offered 
and familiar to those In official life. 
"It is the plodder in office who u sual­ 
ly wins out in the end. 
The energeli 
clerk racks 
his nervous system, for. 
though government work is not neces 
warily laborious. It Is 
decidedly w ear­ 
ing upon the nerves, and m any clerks 
annually break down from nervous ex­ 
haustion, 
worse very 
often 
than 
strictly speaking physical break down. 
‘ The plodder, however, gets fat. 
His 
work does not worry him. 
He is ho 
slow and does so little that he must 
necessarily 
be accurate. 
The rapid 
clerk, 
who m ay be able 
to do three 
times the am ount of work bs the plod 
der, and do it as 
well, 
utul 
who is 
therefore equal in clerical capacity to 
two 
additional 
clerks, Is refused 
a 
promotion because he m ay have mad* 
a protest 
when 
the official lush fell 
ton heavily upon his shoulders. 
“Government 
work 
Is sui 
generis 
Business 
rules 
are 
conspicuous 
by 
non-observance. In m any divisions a 
clerk’s actual work counts for little, lf 
his chief does not like him he may re­ 
ly 
upon never receiving a promotion 
unless it be to save the sulary from go­ 
ing out ot the division.

clerks Ta Washington 
are, ms a class, u conscientious body of 
wage earners. 
The positions are not 
t h e so-called 
snaps as the public be­ 
lieve. 
In fact, in some of the bureaus 
the clerks are actually 
driven under 
the 
lusli 
of 
official 
authority, 
and 
bound down by obnoxious rules, 
in 
O t h e r s 
less 
severity 
is 
manifested. 
Many chiefs appear to think they may 
* tin y favor with those over them 
bv 
being harsh and overbearing to those 
under them, 
in tnoHt instances 
their 
peers, and often their superiors except 
In official life, and they transform the!** 
authority into practical tyranny.’* 


It is clear from southern reports that 
the movement of the Labor trust to re­ 
form the evils of the industrial situ a­ 
tion under democratic politics In 
the 
south, Is a timely movement, since the 
southern 
mills are 
competitors 
of 
northern mills and any debasing con­ 
ditions In the south, tend to arrest 
progress In the north. 
Home recent investigations show that 
the Labor trust leaders ate wise In 
their generation in proposing a rb itra ­ 
tion in the north and in publishing the 
d ata of the southern miljs since pub­ 
licity Ik as Im portant to reform HHH 
H unts in industry at* in politics. There 
is but one of the southern states In 
which there Is a labor commission 
North Garollna. 
Mr. B. R. Janey as 
labor commissioner, gives in his last 
report 7605 
children under 
fourteen 
employed in lid mills. Taking this as 
a general average would give at least 
20.000 
children 
under 
fourteen 
In the textile mills of the south. 
But 
this Is not the worst of It. There are 
8.000 children in southern mills under 
12 years of age and many of them are 
from 7 to 8 years. 
The investigator 
gives the following details: 
In Alabama it is estimated that there 
arc at least twelve hundred children, 
or between six and seven per cent, of 
all tho operatives. 
In Georgia, from 
compared estimates and actual counts, 
the proportion of children under twelve 
to grown 
operatives 
.appears as be­ 
tween fourteen and fifteen per cent. 
While In South Carolina it is at least 
nine per cent. 
The Associated Press 
reported 
the 
president of the W hitney mills as s ta t­ 
ing before the legislature that IM) per 
cent, of his 
operatives 
were 
under 
twelve ycurs, which percentage he says 
referred only to the spinning room, but 
that twenty-five per cent, of his m a­ 
chinery 
was run by 
children under 
twelve years. These cold percentages 
do not give an adequate expression of 
their meaning. To the horrified visitor 
the mills appear to be swarming with 
little children. 
The light 
and easy 
work of which the m anagers speak Is 
to stand on their feet all day before a 
spinning frame, where the threads may 
break at one end or the other or In the 
middle at any moment, and when the 
thread breaks the spool stops and the 
thread Is to be rejoined and the spool 
started again. 
In Huntsville, A1h., in January, Just 
before I was th»*re, a child of eight 
years who had been a few weeks In 
the mills, lost the index und middle 
finger of her right hand. 
A child of 
s'*v» n had lost a thum b a year previ­ 
ously. 
In one mill city In the South a doc­ 
tor told a friend that he had person­ 
ally am putated more than a hundred 
babies’ fingers mangled In the mill. A 
cotton m erchant in Atlanta told me 
he had frequently seen mill children 
without fingers or thum b and som e­ 
times without the whole hand. 
Ro 
frequent are these accidents that In 
some mills applicants for employment 
have to sign a contract thut In case 
of Injury in the mill the company 


will not be held responsible and p a r­ 
ents or guardians sign for minora 
No mill children look healthy. 
Any 
one thut does by chance, you are sure 
to find out has but recently begun 
work. 
They are characterized by ex­ 
trem e pallor and un aged, worn ex­ 
te n s io n infinitely pitiful und incon­ 
gruous iii a child's 
face. 
The 
dull 
eyes raised by the little ones inured 
to toll before they ever learned to 
play, shut out by this damnable sys­ 
tem of child slavery from liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness, cif ten to be 
early robbed of life itself, 
are 
not 
those of a child but of an Imprisoned 
soul, und are filled, It always seems to 
me, with speechless reproach. 
There 
is, unfortunately, no question as to 
the physical debasement of 
the 
mill 
child. 
in the finest mill In Columbia. S. CV, 
a magnificent example of splendid en­ 
terprise, I found a tiny girl of five 
year 
in 
the 
spinning room. 
Her 
little sun-bonnet had fallen back onto 
lier neck and her fair hair was cov­ 
ered with the threads that had fallen 
buck on her head from the fram e as 
she worked. 
She was helper to her 
sister. 
Neither child knew her age, 
but a girl of eight, standing near, told 
rue they were seven 
and 
five, 
and 
Worked there all day long. 
A beauti­ 
ful little girl of eight, with hectic 
flush and great gray eyes, told me 
she “hadn’t worked but a year.’’ 
All holidays are "made up” in South 
Carolina. 
A strike occurred 
at 
one 
mill among some organized employes 
because they were required to make 
up Labor Day beforehand. They were 
locked out and starved into subm is­ 
sion. 
In Alabama the children In the mills 
are required to 
work 
Thanksgiving 
Day, 
In Georgia, a child missing S a tu r­ 
day—a short day—losses one-sixth of 
her week’s wages. 
The wages paid 
to these children bear out w hat I have 
said In regard to child labor keeping 
wages low. 
Many toil for ten cents 
a day. 
But this condition in the textile in­ 
dustry has a direct bearing 
on 
th<» 
textile industries of Lewiston and A u­ 
burn and of New England in general. 
If there is yet child-labor In this part 
of the world, it la contrary to law and 
and desire and,is effected largely by 
parental cupidity. 
But "infants’’ are 
not an Industrial contingent In New 
England—that contingent here being 
largely confined to thost* who figure 
as 15 when they are but 12. 
The low 
wages 
in 
the 
South 
and ‘“ ‘infant’’ 
workers on a IO i»er cent. longer day 
than we have In New England, are the 
fruit of a Bourbon and anti-Republi- 
can civilisation. Tile democracv shmit 
for popular rights In the Philippines 
but what happens in solid democratic 
states we see alike as to the whites 
and ss to blacks in Dixie, 
whether In 
the mills or In the fields. 
The labor 
leaders will have a fine leverage of 
progress In the 
north when they have 
remedied the 
longer 
hours, 
lower 
wages 
and 
infant 
employment 
in 
Dixie.

'I'be tru th of this axiom is 
generally 
adm itted, and 
the a rtisan 
w nrks along 
steadily. 
The tru th 
of 
Hie Having may also be illustrated In 
the dep artm ents. 
A quick, active, en ­ 
ergetic clerk has 
the work piled upon 
ills desk, w ti 11*- the plodder, 
the steady 
going gray horse of a clerk plows slo w ­ 
ly along, dues a fifth of 
Hie work of 
the race horse, and iii ii m ajority of in­ 
stan ces seem* s the promotions. 
"Now, I will tell you why it Is h o , be­ 
rlins** in business life the active clerk 
would be advanced 
to the position of 
buyer for the 
house, put on tho road, 
have Ills salary Increased and p erhap s 
taken Into the finn. 
T he willing, e n ­ 
ergetic 
governm ent 
clerk 
is pushed 
with work, and, lf he slacks up, as he 
ca ii not m aintain his high p ressure 
ut 
all tim es 
or forever, 
he Is 
rebuked, 
while, if additional work is placed up 
on his desk and he protests, he Is re ­ 
minded 
th a t he had theretofo re 
done 
m uch more aud he would he expects*!

“This imposition is forced upon him 
because he is ‘quick,’ an d if he should 
err. he is slapped on

annually break down from nervous e x ­

It is clear from sou th ern reports th at 
the m ovem ent of the L ab or tr ust to r e ­ 
form the evils of the in du strial s i tu a ­ 
tion under dem ocratic politics 
in 
the 
south, is a tim ely m ovem ent, since the 
so u th ern 
mills are 
com petitors 
of 
n o rth e rn mills and an y debusing con­ 
ditions in 
the south, tend to arrest 
progress in the north. 
Some recent investigations show' th a t 
the L a b o r tru s t leaders are wise iii 
their gen eratio n in proposing a r b i tr a ­ 
tion in (he n o rth and in publishing the 
(lulu of the sou th ern nil IJS- ainee p u b ­ 
licity is as im p o rta n t to reform Still 
H unt* in in d u stry as In politics. T here 
is b u t one of the sou th ern states In 
which there is a labor commission 
N orth C arolina. 
Mr. B. R. ia n e y as 
labor com m issioner, gives In bls last 
report 78(>f* 
children under 
fourteen 
em ployed in 201 mills. 
T aking this as 
a g en eral a v e ra g e would give a t b u st 
20,000 
children 
u nder 
fourteen 
Iii the textile mills of the south. 
But ! 
this is not tin* w orst of It. 
T h eie are 
MOO children in sou th ern mills under 
12 y ea rs of age an d m an y of them are 
from 7 to S years. 
T he investigator 
gives the following details; 
In A lab am a It is estim ated th a t there 
a re a t least tw elve hundred children, 
or betw een six and seven per cent, of 
all the operatives. 
In Georgia, from 
com pared estim ates and actuul counts, 
the proportion of children under twelve 
to grow n 
o perativ es 
ap p e ars as be­ 
tw een fourteen and fifteen per cent, 
while In Mouth C arolina It is a t least 
nine per cent. 
T he A ssociated P ress 
reported 
the 
president of the W h itn ey mills as s t a t­ 
ing before th e legislature th at JO per 
cent, of his 
operatives 
were 
under 
tw elve years, which percentage he says 
referred only to the spinning room, but 
th a t tw en ty-fiv e per cent, of his m a ­ 
ch in ery 
w as ru n by 
children under 
tw elve years. 
T hese cold percentages 
do not give an ad equ ate expression of 
th eir m oaning. 
To the horrified visitor 
the mills a p p e a r to be sw arm ing with 
little children. 
The light 
and 
easy 
work of which the m an ag e rs speak I* 
to sta n d on th eir feet all day before a 
sp in nin g fram e, w here tho thread s m ay 
break ut one end or tho other or In the 
m iddle a t a ny mom ent, and when the 
th read breaks the spool stops and the 
th read Is to be rejoined and the spool 
s ta rte d again. 
In H untsville, Ala., In J a n u a ry , ju st 
before I was there, a child of eight 
y ea rs w ho had been a few weeks In 
the mills, lost the Index and middle 
finger of her right hand. 
A child of 
s'*v* n h ad lost a th u m b a year p re v i­ 
ously. 
In one mill city In the South a doc­ 
tor told a friend th a t he had p erso n ­ 
ally a m p u ta te d m ore th a n a hundred 
bullies’ fingers m angled In the mill. A 
cotton m erc h an t in A tlan ta told me 
he had freq u en tly seen mill children 
w ithout finger* or th u m b and so m e ­ 
tim es w ith ou t the whole hand. 
So 
frequent a re these accidents th a t In 
som e mills a p p lica n ts for em ploym ent 
have to sign a co n tract th a t Iii case 
of Injury 
In th e mill the 
com pany 


will not be held responsible and p a r ­ 
ents or g u a rd ia n s sign fo r minora. 
No mill children look healthy. 
Any 
one th a t does by chance, you are sure 
to find out ha* b u t recently begun 
work. 
T hey a re ch a ra c te rise d by e x ­ 
trem e pallor and un aged, worn ex- 
luession infinitely pitiful an d in co n ­ 
gruous in a child's 
fa te. 
The 
dull 
eyes raised by the little ones inured 
to toll 
before they 
ever learned 
to 
play, sh u t o u t by 
this d am nab le 
s y s ­ 
tem of child slavery from liberty and 
the p u rsu it of hap pin ess, often to be 
early robbed of life itself, 
are 
not 
those of a child but of an im prisoned 
soul, and are filled, It a lw a y s seem s to 
me. with speechless reproach. 
T here 
is, u n fo rtu n ate ly , no question as to 
the physical d e b asem en t of 
the 
mill 
child. 
In th e finest mill In C olum bia. M. C., 
a m agnificent exam ple of splendid e n ­ 
terprise, I found a tin y girl of five 
y ear 
in 
th e 
sp in n in g 
room. 
H er 
little su n -b o n n et had fallen back onto 
her a* ck amel h er fa ir h air w as co v­ 
ered with th e th re a d s th a t h ad fallen 
hack on her head from th e fram e as 
she w orked. 
She w as helper to her 
sister. 
N either child 
knew h er age. 
but a girl of eight, s ta n d in g near, told 
me th ey were seven 
an d 
five, 
and 
worked there all day long. 
A b e a u ti­ 
ful 
little girl 
of eight, 
w ith hectic 
flush and g rea t gra y eyes, told 
me 
she “h a d n 't worked but a y e a r.” 
AU holidays a re “m ad e up" in Mouth 
Carolina.

From the gossip of the delegates, it 
is 
expected, 
thut 
the proposition to 
tall out the mine 
engineers, firemen 
and pump runners, thus endangering 
the safety of 
the mines, will 
meet 
with as much 
opposition as did the 
motion to make the strike permanent 
Those who 
advocated the continued 
suspension of work are as a rule in 
favor of calling out these men. 
They 
argue that the more the mine owners 
are inconvenienced and harassed, 
the 
sooner they will 
weaken and grant 
the men some slight concessions. The 
more conservative mine workers fear 
thut to call out the protectors of the 
mines would be 
a 
boomerang 
that 
might prove extremely 
costly to the 
miners. It 
is argued by 
them 
that 
the I’nited Mine 
W orkers’ organiza­ 
tion has ail along followed the policy 
of assisting the companies in protect­ 
ing their property. 
« me delegate said this morning: 
"I am against calling out the en­ 
gineers, firemen and pump runners, 
because I believe the 
union 
should 
protect property, rather than stand by 
and see it go to destruction. 
If the 
convention decides to call out the men 
and the companies fail to 
fill 
their 
places, nearly every mine in the region 
would fill with water, 
Which 
would 
moan tremendous loss to the owners. 
I? would take months to pump out this 
water and in m any cases the flooding 
of the workings would ruin them be­ 
yond all repair. 
After the strike is 
over rind the w ater had been pumped 
out the men would run a great risk in 
entering the mines.”
